little expense, will have so good an effect 
on the land (if seed is inoculated), wil 
compete so little with staple crops, and will 
at the same time furnish such excellent 
summer grazing as lespedeza.”’

Speaking of Harbin, the new annual 
lespedeza for the North, A. M. Masters 
takes exception to E. D. Leach’s estimate 
(page 3, November) that Harbin should 
not be planted with cover crop in his sec- 
tion. Mr. Masters says: ‘‘Korean is a 
perfect companion crop with small grain. 
Here in Illinois we seed it early in spring 
on winter wheat, or 
with oats or barley. 
We get both grain and 
lespedeza same year. 
Now Harbin should 
do the same thing, as 
it is in most ways 
Korean over again. 
Same species, only 
needs fewer growing 
days.” 

Mr. Leach says he 
broadcasted 25 pounds 
of Korean on two 
acres of oats two 
months after sowing 
the oats. The Korean 
came up and some plants were 15 inches 
high, but were so spindling they didn’t 
amount to much after the oats was cut. 
Perennial sericea seeded in oats at same 
time as Korean never came up; but sericea 
planted without cover crop made 30-inch 
growth. Safe conclusion from all this is, each 
farmer should try lespedeza for himself 
on a small scale, if nobody nearby is grow- 
ing it. 

Farmers who need cash 
income (some do), and who have farm 
woodlots (some do), might do lots worse 
than to cut some of the trees, saw them up 
and sell them for fuel in nearby towns. An 
enterprising farmer, located near good 
market, could pay for gas engine and saw 
in a good season, besides making good 
wages for himself during winter months. 
If you’ve no woodlot, maybe you could buy 
an acre of standing timber at a reasonable 
figure. Worth looking into.

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Bigger and Better Sugar Beets 


Machinery is now available 
to do the backbreaking hand 
labor 


By H. W. Sykes 


machinery that it not only does the hand labor 

but produces a heavier tonnage of big beets. We 
can thank the United States Department of Agriculture, which 
has had the co-operation of the Colorado and the California 
Experiment Stations, Great Western Sugar Company, American 
Beet Sugar Company, Holly Sugar Company, Spreckels Sugar 
Company, and local farmers for the mechanization of sugar 
beet growing. 

Machinery was used successfully on the John Hilgenberg 
farm three miles northeast of Fort Collins, Colo., in the spring 
and fall of 1932, and again in the spring and fall of 1933. The 
Hilgenberg farm is not the only land used for this government 
experimental work. Farms in California as well as in Colorado 
have been used to test the different types of machinery invented 
by individuals and machine companies. 

The first requirement for the mechanization of growing sugar 
beets was a machine to satisfactorily block and thin the small 
beet plants when they reached three inches in height. Hand 
labor does this thinning by going through the field, hoeing out 
ten inch blocks of beets, then hand thinning the clumps of plants 
left by the hoe, endeavoring to leave the desired thinned stand 
of 100 beets per 100 feet of row. 


Row Blocker or Cross Blocker ? 


WO different types of blocking machines have come into the 

picture—the row blocker and the cross blocker. The row 
blocker is a machine with rotary cutting knives, drawn length- 
wise of the row. The knives on this machine can be adjusted 
so as to take out small or large blocks of beet plants, de- 
pending upon the stand of beets. This machine 
is called the Uddenborg Beet Blocker. It does 
thin the beets satisfactorily. To date this 
machine has been developed only as a hand 
power machine but can be made readily 
into a power-drawn blocker. 

The cross blocker is more simple 
than the row blocker for it is noth- 
ing more nor less than the beet 
cultivator found in every beet 
farmer’s equipment, set with knives 
or shovels. The cross blocker is 
drawn across the field at right 
angle to the rows of beets, the 
knives adjusted according to the 
stand. 

One method in using the cross 
blocker, maybe the best, 
is to set a knife behind 
each of the three wheels 
on the cultivator so as to 
cut out the beets crushed 
by the wheel. The usual 
set for the knives is the 
6-4 set. This takes out 
six inches of beets and 
leaves four inches. If 
there is a very good 
stand, seven or eight 
inches may be cut out, 
leaving smaller clumps of 
beets in the row; if a very 
poor stand, less than four 
inches may be cut out. 
The stand of beets is 
estimated and the knives 
are set so that 120 clumps

of beets are left per 100 feet of row. This allows for beets that 
are killed in ditching and cultivating. 

The usual method for estimating a stand is to measure 100 
inches of row, check number of beets, step across 20 rows, 
measure another 100 inches of row, count beets, etc., until the 
entire field is gone over. Straight rows may be kept by using 
a marker on the cross cultivator, letting the center knife follow 
the mark made. 


Many Advantages 


HERE are many advantages to this method of cross blocking; 

it gives extra cultivation to the beet plant at atime when it 
needs it most; it cuts out the excess plants without disturbing 
the plants left, which is not true of hand labor for in most cases 
the plant is disturbed, the soil being scooped away from the 
remaining plant in such a manner that the root may dry out; 
and it is much faster, enabling the farmer to get his thinning 
done at the right time. 

E. M. Mervine, of the United States Bureau of Agricultural 
Engineering, who has been conducting cross blocking tests in 
Colorado in co-operation with the Colorado Agricultural Col- 
lege Experiment Station (as well as in other states) says mechan- 
ical cross blocking also is an effective weed control measure, 
and produces beets that are easier to top because they are of 
more uniform size than those produced by hand blocking. 
Machinery for harvesting sugar beets is not so simple as that 

for blocking and thinning. The hand labor method for 
harvesting is to loosen the beet in the row by 
means of a horse drawn puller. The laborer 
then lifts the beet from the row, knocks 
the dirt from it and tosses it to one side. 

From these piles the beet is hand topped 

and thrown onto a cleared strip of 
ground from which it is loaded 
onto trucks. 
The Great Western Sugar Com- 
pany has built a harvester, tractor 
drawn, which tops the beets in 
the ground, then pulls and piles 
them. This machine does quite 
satisfactory work as it has a wheel 
finder which rides along on the 
crowns of the beets, rising and 
falling with the height of the beet 
crown above the ground. 
In this manner a uniform 
job of topping is done. 

Another harvester 
which has proved suc- 
cessful is the Urschel- 
Scott-Viner Harvester. 
This machine pulls the 
beet first, then rotates it 
in an upright position, 
shakes the dirt from the 
beet, and tops it cone- 
shaped by knives at the 
correct place on_ the 
crown so that the tare 
will not be excessive.

Keeping the

S IF we did not have 
enough troubles for farm- 
ing, the forces behind the 
10-year-old Child Labor 
Amendment have seized on 
this period of excitement to 
press the ratification of this 
ancient humbug.

This will eventually force 
the Administration to the

As to agriculture, it looks to us as if farming will improve. 
The hard work of the AAA will begin to bear fruit here and 
there, and the prices of cotton, milk, beef cattle and some other 
products may be expected to rise or at least remain firm. In 
respect to wheat, hogs and corn, the plans of the AAA seem to 
us so faulty that no important progress can be made. We 
hope we are wrong. Those farmers who receive rental and 
benefit payments will have a good year, in most cases. Others 
may, or may not, particularly during the first six months. As 
to the last six months of the year, it is anybody’s guess. 

Fundamentally, however, in the absence of sharp decreases in 
production, full farm recovery must wait on the recovery of 
business in general, which must wait on restoration of general 
confidence. 

We expect little while Congress remains in session. That 
body of politicians is generally disliked and feared, and what-

the Amendment was passed. 
The talk is of ‘sweated’ 
factory children in the towns and cities, of course; but such 
child labor has all but disappeared in every state.

British Wheat Payments 


& WE have been interested in the tax-and-bounty system for 
British wheat growers, after which our wheat allotment 
plan is partly patterned, we note that the 1932-33 project is 
now completed, with total payments to growers of about 
22,000,000 at par of exchange. 

Since the plan does not include individual fixed allotments, 
the effect has been a very large increase in British wheat 
acreage, at the expense of some other crops. That, of course, 
is the opposite of the result we hope to reach in this country.

Under 
Inflation 


Paper money inflation has 

many times— 

what did it do to prices of 
farm products? 


RITING in The Farm Jour- 
nal six years ago, Dr. George 
F. Warren was discussing 


distribution 


the handling and 

charges against farm products. 
‘“‘When financial deflation occurs,” 
he wrote, ‘‘freight rates, assembling 
charges and distributing costs fall 
less rapidly than retail prices, and 


therefore farm prices fall much more 
than do retail prices. When finan- 
cial inflation occurs, freight rates 
and all assembling and handling 
charges lag behind prices. Farm 
prices therefore rise more rapidly 
than retail prices.” 

It is probable that Dr. Warren 
did not mean by “‘financial infla- 
tion’’ the kind of greenback emission 
that has been proposed in the last 
twelve months. Fiat money was 
scarcely dreamed of in 1927. But 
many people apply this same prin- 
ciple in the sense of paper money 
inflation, and draw the conclusion that a greenback inflation 
would mean very high wholesale farm prices. 

The question arises, therefore, is this correct? Does a fiat 
money inflation benefit farming permanently, or temporarily, 
or not at all? For if it is a permanent benefit to agriculture,

For this reason The Farm Journal addressed to about 15 of 
the best-known economists of the country this question: ‘‘Does 
history support the theory that in a fiat money inflation resulting 
in rapid price advances the selling prices of farm commodities 


advance further or faster than the retail prices of manufactured 


goods?”’ The replies received are not all conclusive. But prac- 
tically all agree that wholesale prices in the first stages of other 
historical inflations advanced more rapidly than retail prices. 
It is not so certain that this advantage is retained. We print 
a selection of the statements by well-known authorities: 


Professor Irving Fisher, Yale University: 


“It has been in general found statistically that in rising 
prices wholesale prices move faster than retail and that the 
same is true in falling prices; further that farm prices advance 
or recede faster than non-agricultural prices. So far as I know 
there is no substantial difference between the results of rising 
prices due to fiat money and to any other monetary cause.”’ 


Dr. H. Parker Willis, Columbia University: 


“I see no good reason for believing, abstractly, that farm 
produce prices will, in a rising price movement, turn upward 
earlier or more positively, than others, and I think no evidence 
or statistical analysis worthy of the name has been submitted 
by anyone in support of the view that such advance will occur 
earlier or more positively in the case of farm products.”’ 


Col. Leonard P. Ayres, distinguished monetary expert : 


“In all periods of real inflation wholesale prices advance 
more rapidly than wages, rents and retail prices. Farm products 
are sold at wholesale and their prices tend to advance more 
rapidly than retail prices. The farmer advan- 
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being equal, the advance in prices 
of these agricultural commodities 
equals the decline in the exchange 
rate. However, actually there often 
occurs heavy speculation which 
tends to advance the prices of these 
commodities more than the de- 
cline in exchange. Other agricul- 
tural commodities, such as potatoes, 
onions, truck products, livestock, 
follow the lead of international 
agricultural commodities and rise 
very rapidly—more so than retail 
prices of most manufactured goods. 

“‘Later in the period of inflation the 
rise in retail prices of manufactured 
goods tends to gain on the agri- 
cultural price rise and reduce the 
spread between the two. Hence, 
the wheat farmer should sell part 
of his wheat on the first uprush in 
price and hasten to buy what 
manufactured goods he _ requires 
before they have felt the full force 
of the inflation. The longer he 
waits the more he would have to 
pay for what he buys. Of course 
in the end I believe that all interests and wage-workers, includ- 
ing agricultural, will lose by uncontrolled inflation.” 


Prof. E. W. Kemmerer, Princeton University: 


“This question is a difficult one, concerning which satis- 
factory statistical studies of a comprehensive character are 
lacking Generally speaking, retail prices and wages 
usually lag far behind wholesale prices both on the rise during a 
period of inflation and on the decline during a period of de- 
flation. Furthermore, in both France and Germany during the 
period of post-war inflation, the prices of food-stuffs rose less 
rapidly than the all-commodity wholesale price index.”’ 


Dr. H. E. Erdman, Prof. of Agricultural Economics, Univ. 
of Coffs 


“Considering both historical evidence and peculiar present- 
day conditions, I should expect that inflation resulting from 
the issue of fiat money (or from any other cause) would result 
in a more rapid rise of country prices of some farm products 
than of retail prices of manufactured products. During periods 
of rapidly rising price levels the prices of raw products used 
in the more elaborate manufacturing processes tend to rise 
sooner and faster than retail prices of manufactured products. 
This applies particularly to such products as wheat, cotton, 
tobacco, rubber, copper, tin, etc. Speculation soon sets in, 
with the result that these prices rise farther than retail prices 
ultimately justify, hence a price collapse comes sooner or later 

‘ Producers of such products as butter, eggs, fruits and 
fresh vegetables might find that their products would not ad- 
vance as rapidly nor as far as prices of manufactured products 
they buy A high degree of organization of industry 
and trade under numerous codes and agreements may mean 
that wholesale and retail prices can be advanced more rapidly 
than in the past, particularly under the recent pressure to 
increase wages with tacit permission to pass the increased cost 
on to consumers. But prices can not keep on rising. When they 
stop rising, or, having gone too far, begin to decline, farmers 
are again the victims.”’ 


Dr. Edwin R. A. Seligman, Professor of Political Science, 
Columbia University: 


“It is true that on general principles wholesale prices 
fluctuate more than retail prices; that prices of raw materials 
fluctuate more than prices of manufactured 





tage resulting from these economic principles 
always proves to be temporary, and the dis- 
advantage that comes later when the price 
advance has terminated always proves to be 
prolonged. This was our experience in and after 
the Civil War and the World War, and that of 
France, Germany, Austria and other countries 
in recent years.” 


Roger W. Babson, famous statistical authority: 


‘‘History shows that in past periods of fiat 
money inflation prices of farm products have 
risen more rapidly and further than the retail 
prices of manufactured goods in the early 
stages of the inflation. Furthermore, both 
farm products and retail prices rise before wages. 

“Usually a sharp decline takes place in the 
exchange rates (this has already occurred). This 
is accompanied by an offsetting advance in the 


goods; that farm and animal products taken 
together fluctuate more than forest and mineral 
products taken together. A sudden inflation 
may therefore be expected at first to raise whole- 
sale farm prices more rapidly than retail manu- 
factured prices; but the lag will be of short 
duration. After a slight interval the differences 
in price rises will be evened out so that the 
farmer will lose on the one hand what he gains 
on the other. In a period of great inflation the 
final consequences are disastrous to all.”’ 


Dr. Rufus S. Tucker, economist: 


“There is no historical justification for the 
theory that either fiat money inflation or cur- 
rency devaluation will result in a more rapid 
advance in the prices of farm commodities than 
in the retail prices of manufactured goods 
‘*The last time the country left the gold standard, 
in 1861, grains and other farm products had a

INTER salads, like 

that notorious |lit- 

tle girl who had 
the curl in the middle of 
her forehead, may be very, 
very good indeed, or they 
may be equally horrid. 
Lacking the crisp, cool, 
succulent summer vege- 
tables, right out of the garden, we must 
combine the materials we have at hand 
with care and intelligence. Many feel 
that lettuce is a salad necessity. In the 
larger towns and cities it is of course 
available the year around but the farm 
housewife who does not have it during 
the winter can use small crisp cabbage 
leaves in its place for her salads. Green 
glass salad plates bought at the dime 
store will create a pleasant illusion some- 
times when there is no green vegetable for decorative purposes. 
Little ring molds of salad with the mayonnaise in the center 
placed on such a plate look most attractive. Shredded raw car- 
rots may be added advantageously to nearly any vegetable 
salad and to some fruit ones. A little green like parsley or 
celery tops will help out. 

If you have never tried a salad made of spaghetti you have 
missed a great treat. Cook a small box of the spaghetti broken 
into pieces, until tender, blanch with cold water, drain and cool. 
Chop rather coarsely, |» cup of stuffed olives and 2 small onions 
and mix with the spaghetti. Season with salt and paprika and 
serve on crisp, shredded cabbage, with mayonnaise or boiled 
dressing as you prefer. 

For a most unusual bean salad, use one cup of the pale yellow 
wax beans, one of the green string beans and one of tiny limas. 
Mix thoroughly with French dressing and serve heaped inside 
rather thick outside rings cut from the center of a large onion. 


Savory Beet Salad 


OMEONE has said that to create a new salad one must have

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chopped cooked beets.Soak 
2 tablespoons of gelatine 
in 15 cup of cold water. 
Add to the hot beets, and 
pour into a shallow pan. 
When hard cut in squares 
and serve either plain as a 
relish or on cabbage leaves 
with a spoonful of boiled dressing. 

Another colorful winter salad is made 
by cooking until tender but not broken 
whole apples which have been cored and 
pared, in a sirup made of 1 cup of hot 
water, 1 cup of sugar and 1 cup of red 
cinnamon candies. When they are cold 
fill the centers with cream cheese softened 
with cream and mixed with mayonnaise. 
Serve on lettuce, if you have it, with 
mayonnaise. 

Cream cheese forms the foundation for many winter salads. 
A delicious dessert salad is made by softening 2 cream cheeses, 
(or you may use their equivalent of cottage cheese,) with cream 
and adding !3 cup of chopped dates and 23 cup of coconut. 
Pack in small square tin and cut when cold into small cubes. 
Serve several with mayonnaise in a nest of finely shredded let- 
tuce leaves or cabbage. This is a very good salad to serve for 
afternoon refreshments for the bridge or sewing party, accom- 
panied with hot rolls or baking powder biscuits and coffee. 


Canned Tomatoes for Salads 


HOSE who have canned whole tomatoes have a base for many 
delicious salads. Cottage cheese is especially good in combina- 
tion. Tomato juice to which have been added seasonings and

gelatine, then molded in individual 
forms is another well liked salad. 

Cabbage salads may be made in 
many combinations besides the favor- 
ite cold slaws. Cabbage is especially 
good with pineapple. Shave a small 
cabbage very fine. Cut 5 slices of 
canned pineapple into small pieces. 
Blanch and cut 14 pound of shelled 
almonds. Mix and serve with mayon- 
naise or boiled dressing. Pimento 
may be added for color if desired. 
Other nuts may be used in place of 
almonds. 

One cup of chopped cabbage, 1 cup 
of coarsely chopped peanuts, 2 hard 
cooked eggs and 6 small sweet pickles 
is another combination that will find 
favor with the entire family. 

Cranberry jelly furnishes a_ tart 
piquancy that is most acceptable in a 
salad. Mold the jelly in a shallow 
pan and cut it into small cubes, using 
a cup of them. Combine with tiny 
cubes of cream or cottage cheese. Add 
a few chopped nuts, and 1 cup of 
celery cut in pieces. French dressing 
is best with this.

Home Butchering 
By Sleeter Bull 


HE WAVE of home butchering now 

being done will regain annually for 
farmers $100,000,000 of what they have 
lost in purchasing power of the dollar. 
Home butchering is on the _ increase. 
Farmers need to kill only one-half of their 
meat supply to save $100,000,000 cash 
annually. 

If the farmers of this country slaugh- 
tered and prepared all their own meat, 
they would save around $200,000,000 cash 
money annually. Obviously, it would be 
impossible for all farmers to slaughter all 
their meat, but present conditions may 
make it economical for them to provide 
half the supply. 

A hog worth four cents a pound on the 
farm furnishes pork chops at seven and 
one-half cents a pound, bacon at ten cents, 
cured ham at eight cents, boston at six 
cents, picnic shoulder at five cents, lard 
at four cents and sausage at six cents. 

4 comparison of these prices with those 
of the retailer will show a material saving 
for the home butcher. This is because of 
the elimination of all marketing costs such 
as transportation of live animals and 
dressed meat, commissions, processing 
costs, sales expenses, profits and other 
items. Naturally, these figures do not 
allow the farmer anything for his labor. 

Directions for killing, curing meat, 
making sausage, scrapple, dried beef, 
head cheese, ete., are given in National 
Service Bulletins 78, 79 and 80, which can 
be had free if you will send stamp. 

The processing tax on pork does not 
apply on hogs butchered for meat used on 
the farm; but it does apply on meat sold 
from the farm.—Editor.|

Fighting Pests 


IRST thing needed in fighting insects 

and diseases attacking garden, orchard 
and field crops is a good sprayer or duster 
or both) big enough to spray or dust the 
crop quickly and effectively. 

Second requirement is the right kind of 
insecticide or fungicide, applied at the 
right time. 

To control insects, which chew and 
swallow their food, the type of bug dope to 
use is a stomach poison, such as lead ar- 
senate, calcium arsenate, magnesium ar- 
senate, Paris green, rotenone, barium 
fluosilicate, ete. 

Insects such as plant lice, which do not 
chew their food but suck the juices of the 
plants, are controlled by using sprays or 
dusts that kill by contact with the insect. 
Materials used for these pests are nicotine 
sulphate and pyrethrum preparations. 
These materials can also be used on some 
insects that chew their food. For instance, 
nicotine sulphate shows much promise in 
control of codling moth, which causes 
wormy apples; and the pyrethrum prepa- 
rations are effective against the Japanese 
beetle. 

Diseases of crops caused by fungus are 
controlled by fungicides such as _ lime- 
sulfur, bordeaux mixture, colloidal sulfur, 
etc. Seed-borne and soil diseases are con- 
trolled by treating the seed or the soil 
with disinfectants such as organic mercury, 
formaldehyde or formaldehyde dust, red 
oxide of copper, etc. 

Questions on pest control gladly an- 
swered. Stamp for reply would be wel- 
come. Address the Bug Editor, The Farm 
Journal. Describe the insect or disease 
injury and tell which crop is attacked. 
Some of the manufacturers of sprayers 
and spray materials have dandy booklets 
on pest control that you can get free.

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Garden Planning 
By John S. Gardner 


ITH the seed catalogs coming in num- 

bers, it is not strange that our minds 
are beginning to run to gardening, cold 
weather and the calendar notwithstanding. 
Although it is obviously too early to begin 
gardening, it is not too early to begin 
planning, so that, when the season finally 
comes, the work may move forward with 
dispatch. 

Garden planning includes many things. 
To begin with it should be decided just 
what is to be expected of the garden, 
whether the entire year’s vegetable food 
requirements are to be met, or whether 
only part, and what part. The size of the 
garden space will go far in determining just 
how many vegetables it is possible to grow, 
although the amount grown in past years 
may not necessarily be a guide, for it is 
possible that that amount may be in- 
creased by utilizing space-saving cropping 
schemes. It is here that planning will 
help, in that opportunity is given for fitting 
in such cropping systems. 


Disease Resistant Varieties 


ARDEN planning will benefit those 
gardeners who annually have difficulty 


in raising tomatoes and cabbage, because | 


of the soil diseases that affect these crops, 
and whose sole relief is through using spe- 
cial varieties that resist these diseases. 
These special varieties are not handled 
regularly by most seedsmen, but if their 
attention were called to the matter early 
enough, they would get them. 

Even those gardeners who need only the 
standard varieties will fare better if they 
make out their seed orders early, before 
the spring rush for garden seed begins. No 
seed list can be made out without a plan. 
{Complete bulletin showing how to lay 
out garden for family of five free if you 
send stamped envelope.— Garden Editor.| 

Garden planning could reasonably in- 
clude the planning of the summer’s pest 
campaign. The proper insecticides could 
be arranged for, or actually purchased in 
advance, perhaps for less money than 
later on. In this connection, it would be 
well to look after the sprayers and dusters 
to be used in applying insecticides and 
fungicides so as not to be caught unaware 
when the time for using it is at hand, for 
insects and plant diseases do not grant 
moratoriums. 

Need Any New Tools? 

HE cultivating tools might also be in- 

ventoried, and it might be well to study 


whether the adoption of additional tools, 
as for example, a wheelhoe or garden plow 





or small tractor might not expedite mat- | 


ters. 

But, now, to the garden plan itself. The 
way to begin is to measure up the garden 
spot and make an exact map of it on paper. 
If the garden is of odd shape, this should 
be shown. So should low spots, rows of 
perennials, trees, walks and any other 


features that might affect the vegetable |

planting. On this plan should be shown, 
too, the vegetable rows of last year, in 
order that their replanting to the same 
vegetable in 1932 may be avoided. Thus 
you lessen the risk of accumulating dis- 
eases that follow unless crop rotation is 
practised.

Wuen A. E. Hampton 
called to see the Poultry Editor recently 
he brought with him more than the usual 
amount of confidence in Black Leghorns, 
and also a copy of the Feathered World 
Yearbook in which he called attention to 
what the breed did in England in 1931-32. 
We pass the facts along: 

At the Harper-Adams laying test, the 
Blacks won the light breed section; were 
second in value and first in number of 
eggs laid; fifth against all breeds. The 
percentage of super- and first-grade eggs 
was 91, which was higher than for White 
Leghorns, White Wyandottes and Rhode 
Island Reds. What’s more, the mortality 
of Blacks was only 10 per cent against 19 
per cent for White Leghorns. 

At the National laying test, the Blacks 
were second against all breeds. They 
topped the White Leghorns, White Wyan- 
dottes and Rhode Island Reds on per- 
centage of special- and first-grade eggs 
laid, with a figure of 85.9. Mortality, 
lowest of the four breeds, 10.27 per cent. 

Mr. Hampton says his cockerels have 
brought better prices on the Flemington 
N. J., auction as broilers than broilers of 
the White Leghorn breed. 


Tose poultrymen who 
grade and candle their eggs should be 
interested in a combined grader and 
candler that is now on the market. It 
makes grading surprisingly quick and the 
candling feature shows up each egg clearly 

all at one operation. It lights auto- 
matically only when candling, so there is 
no waste of electric current. The scale 
gives weight in ounces per egg, and ounces 
per dozen eggs.

A NEW chicken brooder 
which uses wood as a fuel now appears on 
the market. The manufacturers say it 
burns ordinary hard wood with perfectly 
satisfactory results; that the stove is con- 
trolled by an automatic draft which is 
remarkably simple in operation and highly 
accurate; that fire will hold throughout the 
coldest nights and only occasional refuel- 
ings are necessary in the most extreme 
weather; that the stove maintains a con- 
stant even temperature under all con- 
ditions. 

They also claim operating costs are 
from 80 to 90 per cent less than brooders 
using other types of fuel, even when wood 
has to be bought, and that when wood is 
available the operating cost is practically 
nothing. The brooder comes in three 
sizes—300, 500 and 1,000 chicks. 























Watering Crops with 


Porous Hose 
By H. L. Mantle 


AYBE my experience with low-pres- 

sure porous canvas irrigating hose 
will be of interest to the many readers of 
The Farm Journal who wanted to know 
where the low-pressure hose can be bought. 
Last summer we used it in our garden to 
water tomatoes, celery, sweet corn, po- 
tatoes, etc. 

We merely run an ordinary 34 (or !5) 
inch garden hose from the house hydrant 
to the garden and then attach the canvas 
hose by inserting the garden hose into the 
end of the canvas hose and tightly tying a 
string around it. Then run the canvas 
hose alongside a row of vegetables and 
open the valve. The water soon fills the 
hose and begins to soak through the canvas 
and wet the ground. It is inexpensive, 
easy, quick, and it gets the water just 
where you want it with no wetting of 
foliage to cause injury on a hot sunshiny 
day and no evaporation as with a spray. 
For this purpose we find the 10- or 12- 
ounce duck the best weights. 

Its advantage in the orchard is quite 
apparent judging from our experience with 
the open trenches as generally practised 
and our recent experience with the canvas 
hose. It requires some effort, of course, to 
move the hose from row to row of trees 
because the hose has to be taken back to 
the beginning end and again strung down 
the row. However, this is not difficult 
because the hose is not heavy. We are 
using a hose reel of fairly large size to pick 
it up and redistribute it. 

With the canvas hose we are not making 
any ridges or gutters in the orchard to 
have to drive over with fruit later, as is 
the case with surface irrigation. Then on 
ground that is a little sloping, the hose 
puts the water out onto the ground just 
fast enough to soak in, whereas the open 
ditch or trench method lets it run off too 


badly. These are the principal reasons 
why we like the canvas hose method 
over and above other methods of distribu- 
tion. 


We used about 2,000 feet of hose on our 
four-acre strawberry field, pumping the 
water with a centrifugal pump supplying 
750 gallons per minute. We have used 
8-, 10- and 12-ounce single-fill duck. We 
find it quite important to get the right 
weight for each individual requirement. 
The factors of most importance in consider- 
ing this are volume of water per minute 
available, pressure of water, lay of the 
ground, water absorbing capacity of the 
soil, and length of hose desired to use at 
one time.

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Killing Weeds 


in the 
Asparagus Bed 


By R. M. Smock 


fy EXPERIMENT was laid out here 
at the Ohio Experiment Station in a 
bed of Washington Rust Resistant aspar- 
agus in the 1933 season to study rates and 
methods of application of calcium cyanam- 
id (sold commercially as Cyanamid) for 
purposes of weed control. The soil is a 
Wooster silt loam. The treatments were 
as follows: 

Plot 1: 500 pounds (granular) per acre 

18-inch band on row. 

Plot 2: 500 pounds (pulverized) per acre 
in 18-inch band on row. 

Plot 3: No treatment. 

Plot 4: 750 pounds (granular) per acre 
in 18-inch band on row. 


Plot 5: 750 pounds (pulverized) per acre 
in 18-inch band on row. 

Plot 6: 1,000 pounds (granular) broad- 
cast. 

Plot 7: 1,000 pounds (pulverized) broad- 
cast. 

Plot 8: 250 pounds (pulverized) per acre 


in 18-inch band on row. 

The treatments were made on May 285, 
1933. The soil was moist and the weeds 
(principally chickweeds) were one to two 
inches high. There were showers on May 
26 and 29. 


Apply When Soil is Moist 


F gerne [ complete control of annual 
weeds was obtained throughout the c ut- 
ting season in plots 1, 2, 4, 5, 6 and 7 
There was appare ntly no milena in 
effectiveness between the granular and the 
pulverized forms. Row applications 
seemed more feasible than broadcast ones 
since cultivation can free the ‘‘middles”’ of 
weeds and an economy in material is thus 
effected. Yield records were not kept but 
there was no apparent reduction in yield 
even with the 1,000-pound applications. 
For adequate control with this material 
the weeds should not be over one and one- 
half inches in height and the soil should be 


moist. Application while the weed leaves 
are still moist with dew should increase 
the value of the material. Cultivation 


into the soil is not necessary. On loam 
soils, applications of 500 pounds per acre 
applied in an 18 to 20-inch band on the 
row should prove sufficient; whereas, on 
lighter soils, smaller applications should 
be equally efficient. 


Furnishes Plant Food, Too 
I ge R being applied to the moist soil, 


‘alcilum cyanamid breaks down into 
urea, ammonia, and finally into nitrates. 
While still in the cyanamid form, it exerts 
a partial sterilizing ‘effect on the soil. When 
used in sufficient quantity, it will kill 
shallow-rooted annual weeds and most 
weed seeds that it comes in contact with. 

Since it is a nitrogen fertilizer containing 
22 per cent nitrogen, it has an advantage 
over other chemicals used for weed control. 
The sterilizing effect of the material ap- 
parently is dissipated before it reaches the 
root zone of the asparagus. 

[In Ontario and in Southern New En- 
gland asparagus growers are using calcium 
cyanamid on commercial scale. In 
Aroostook county, Maine, the material has 
been used successfully for control of broad- 
leaved weeds in small grain. Good results 
have also been secured with the material 
for control of club-root of cabbage. It is 
also being used quite extensively by vege- 
table growers in Florida for control of 
nematodes. It is put on, about a half ton 
per acre, a month or so ahead of the plant- 
ing date.—Editor.|

High Farming 


at Elmwood 
‘By Tim Webb 


te g MR. EDITOR: 
I am beginning to think that one 
of the smartest things I ever did was to 


sell enough spuds to pay my taxes in 
September, and one of the dumbest was 
not to sell all the rest of the crop as soon 
as I could get it out of the ground. 
Prices around here have fallen almost a 
half since August, and are now under a 
ilar. Still, they are more than twice 


what they were this time last year. 

One good thing is that Elmwood Farm 
has good storage arrangements. We can 
hold the potato crop all winter if necessary, 
pe it costs us nothing for storage. I am 


selling only enough potatoes to give us 
cash when we need it, and I still 
hink prices will be higher in the spring if 
not before 

Of all the storage arrangements I have 
ever seen or heard of, I believe nothing can 
hold a candle to good old Mother Earth. 
The potato cellar is built into the side of 
the knoll on which Elmwood stands, near 
the barn. It keeps cool on warm days, 
and I have never known it to go below 
freezing in the coldest winter. However, 
we have an old sheet-iron wood stove and 
yve-pipe, and when a very cold snap 
omes along we burn up a few chunks of 
wood to keep on the safe side.

I have tried to keep cabbage, celery, 
turnips, carrots and so on in the cellar of 
the house and various places, but none of 


them are really satisfactory except buried 
in the dirt. I dig several holes and cover 
the vegetables with straw and earth the 
way I suppose everybody understands. It 
is a lot more trouble, but the vegetables do 
keep, and that’s more than can be said 
for other systems. 

Orders for my certified spuds are good— 
much the te in three years. My cus- 
tomers seem much more cheerful and hope- 
ful, and most of them say they will pay 
cash, so I guess I am all right for this 
business in the spring if a certain place 
does not break loose in some new spot. 

Answering your question, no, my mother 
is not at IIlmwood this winter. She is with 
my sister Harriet in Kansas. By the way, 
they wall just received about $600 from 
the government for going in on the 1934 
wheat reduction scheme, so that branch

Keeping Well 
A childhood problem 
By Dr. Eoline C. Dubois 


URING the period of infancy and 

childhood there are many problems of 
behavior which vex parents and children 
alike. Among these none causes more an- 
noyance than the habit of bedwetting. If 
one can find a source of irritation around 
the bladder opening which a slight opera- 
tion or more careful attention to cleanli- 
ness will remove; if the urine proves to be 
highly concentrated and irritating, the 
cure is a simple removal of these diffi- 
culties. Much more commonly, however, 
there is no local condition evident which 
accounts for bedwetting. Undoubtedly 
the majority of cases of this sort are the 
result of faulty training, a highly excitable 
nervous system or a faulty diet. 

The modern mother knows from the 
many books written for guidance, that 
habits of bladder and bowel control can 
be learned as early as the third month of 
life and probably even a great deal earlier 
if one is willing to give the time and at- 
tention necessary to train the child. It is 
to the advantage of the overworked mother 





to realize that by instituting habit time | 


in these early months she will be saved an 
infinite amount of later trouble. One of 
the poorest, most indifferent mothers I 
ever knew had the best trained children 
one could ask for, because she was deter- 
mined they should be no trouble to her 
and made them self-reliant at an incredibly 
early age. 


Begin Training Early 


HE early training of the infant as to 
bowels and bladder is no more difficult 
than its other habits providing of course 
that the child is well. These habits of 
discipline are of the greatest help when the

begin. If he is of the nervous type, cross 
and ill adjusted to the family group he is 
much more apt to develop the habit of 
bedwetting than his brother who is of a 
sunny, happy disposition.

hard, insufficient rest or neglecting the 
demands of nature during the day. In 
almost every case we can find the cause of 
the difficulty in the careful check up of 
conditions which influence the child’s well- 
being; facts regarding his rest, his play 
and his food. 

Parents must realize that the inex- 
haustible energy of the child awake and at 
play is a great strain upon the nerve force, 
and for that reason hours of rest during 
the day are imperative. Between two and 
four is an excellent time for children to go 
to bed and if they go to school, they 
should have an hour’s rest when they come 
home. No practising and no study until 
that hour of rest is done, should be a rule. 


Bland Foods are Best 


HE diet with this trouble is of the 

If possible the 
heaviest meal should be at noon and if the 
child is at school a hot dish should be 
provided.

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Selecting Rugs Wisely 


HOME that looks 
comfortable with- 
out floor coverings of 
some sort is almost in- 
conceivable. And there 
is reason behind this 
belief. Bare floors are 
colder than covered 
ones. They are tiring 
to the feet and cause much unnecessary 
noise in the home. 
Rugs and carpets not only create com- 
fort but are one of the biggest factors 
if chosen wisely—in making a room at- 
tractive. In the wrong color or design, on 
the other hand, they can ruin the appear- 
ance of a room. 


Darker Tones are Usually Best 


ECAUSE a floor is the base of a room, 

rugs as a general rule should be dark 
enough in tone to provide a feeling of 
weight and solidity. Plain colors, two or 
three toned, or patterns that are not ob- 
trusive are the wisest choices to make 
unless you can afford to buy new floor cov- 
erings as frequently as you tire of the old. 
Then too, the plainer types allow you to 
use figured draperies without the sense of 
confusion apt to come when you use a 
boldly figured rug in a room that has 
other predominant patterns in the 
furnishings. Plain rugs also make a 
room appear larger.

Proper Size Important

A very popular supper salad is made 
with canned salmon, or tuna fish, shrimps 
or crab meat and when served in a ring 
of hard cooked eggs it is a meal in itself. 
To make the ring chop 10 hard cooked 
eggs as finely as possible and add 1 or 2 
tablespoons of tomato catsup and moisten 
with boiled dressing. Pack tightly into 
a ring mold and let stand in a cool place 
for several hours. Unmold on a large 
plate and fill the center with the fish. 

Then of course there is the potato salad, 
of which there are as many kinds as there 
are cooks who make it. One New England 
cook who is famous for her salads makes | 
hers this way. Cut 5 large cold boiled 
potatoes into small cubes and add 4 hard 
cooked eggs and 14 cup of chopped pea- 
nuts. Mix with dressing and spread on a 
large platter. Sprinkle half with chopped 
onions so those who like the flavor may 
have it and those who do not may have 
theirs plain. 

Another potato salad is made with 
mashed potatoes. Use 6 medium sized 
potatoes. When they are mashed add 2 
tablespoons of melted butter and a ee | 
made of the yolks of 3 hard cooked eggs, 
14 teaspoon of dry mustard, 2 teaspoons of 
vinegar and grated onion to suit your 
family’s taste. Shape this into small 
molds and serve on lettuce with the finely 
shredded egg whites sprinkled over. 

And nothing is as good on an orange or 
a grapefruit salad as a grape jelly dressing. 
Put 4 tablespoons of grape jelly, 2 of lemon 
juice, 4 of vegetable salad oil, 14 teaspoon

Feed at the Top 


By Grif McKay 


HAT follows may sound like an old 

tune to those who have read other 
articles of mine on feeding dairy cows. 
For seldom have I failed to urge feeding 
at the top and culling from the bottom of 
the herd. That is, selling the poorest cows 
and feeding the remaining ones better. 

This month I am only holding the 
music; none other than O. E. Reed, chief 
of the Bureau of Dairy Industry, and 
C. F. Monroe, Ohio Experiment Station, 
are heard in the old refrain. Mr. Reed: 

“It is possible, by lowering the cost of 
milk production and by increasing the 
efficiency of the individual cows in the 
herd, to obtain greater profits, even with a 
reduced production. One of the speediest 
ways to do this is by culling the unprofit- 
able cows. 

“Studies year after year of the records 
of production, feed cost, and income in 
individual herds in dairy herd-improve- 
ment associations have indicated the 
wisdom of keeping accurate records and of 
constantly culling on the basis of such 
records to improve the efficiency of the 
herd. These records furnish numerous ex- 
amples of herds in which culling has re- 
sulted in greater net returns from the herd, 
even though culling reduced the size of 
the herd and the total quantity of milk 
produced.” 


Low Feed Cost Isn’t All 


R. MONROE warns of the danger of 
dairymen going too far in trying to 
reduce feed costs. He says: 

“In times like these there is a strong 
tendency to underfeed both in quality and 
quantity. Such a practise tends to reduce 
the entire herd to a maintenance basis. 
The best plan to meet the situation is to 
dispose of the poorer cows and keep only 
those that are worth feeding. 

“Two cows producing 15 pounds of milk 
per day may equal in production one cow 
giving 30 pounds, but to give the same 
return over feed cost it takes five of the 
former class to equal one of the latter. 
the same time the five poor cows are 
putting on the market two and one-half 
times as much milk as the one good cow.” 

Since 1929 the number of cows milked in 
the United States has been increasing. The 
increase in quantity of milk produced has 
not been proportional to increase in num- 
ber of cows. Production per cow is way 
less than in 1929. Just why is easy to 
understand. Herd owners have been 
adding cows—poorer cows—to their herds 
to keep up gross income from milk. The 
shortage of hay and grain in 1933 will 
push the production per cow still lower 
this winter. 


Good Pasture is Economical Feed 


HE dairy farmer with well-filled silo, 
mow, crib and granary is fortunate. The

dairyman feeding shock fodder or coarse | 


hay will naturally want his cows to get 
the most good out of those roughages. 
Maybe grinding will help. In a great 

many cases greater profits can be made 
by the purchase of needed supplements to 
feed with home-grown grains and rough- 
ages—beet pulp, oat feed, mixed feed, 
molasses, etc. 

Forward-looking dairy farmers better 
be thinking in terms of pasture and good 
hay (clover, alfalfa, lespedeza, and the 
like) for 1934. Grow all the feed you can 
toward feeding the herd. That cows are 
a good market for home-grown feeds is 
evident from this; nine cows owned by 
Charlie Stinson, Todd county, Ken- 
tucky, made $258 above feed costs for 
year ending October 31, 1933. The cows 
averaged 272 pounds butterfat.

and will become poorer as foreign nations 
retaliate against us by imposing em- 
bargoes on American goods. If American 
farmers are forced to rely exclusively on 
the domestic market, we must bear in 
mind that any inflation reduces the pur- 
chasing power of wage-earners and salaried 
people, who form the bulk of the consuming 
public j 

“T think we can be certain that the whole- 
sale prices of farm products will not rise 
as fast or as far as the price of gold or the 
wholesale prices of manufactured goods, 
under inflation.” 


Dr. T. N. Carver, Professor of Political 
Economy Emeritus, Harvard: 


“I know of no support, either in his- 
tory or theory, for the statement that a 





fiat money inflation resulting in a rise in | 
prices will raise the farm prices of farm | 


products further or faster than the retail 
prices of manufactured goods.” 


Dr. B. H. Hibbard, Professor of Agr. 
Economics, Univ. of Wisconsin: 


**Historically, there is not much com- 
fort to be derived in support of the opti- 
mism so often and so confidently expressed 
in fiat money as a farm relief measure. 
“According to the Warren-Pearson find- 
ings, the farmers of the Civil War years 
gained a little in purchasing power. This 
gain was coincident with a very special, 
nervous demand for foodstuffs, and horse 
feed, needed for maintaining armies, while 
at the same time there was apprehension 
lest the supply should fail due to the 
absence of farm manhood drained off by 
the war. Thus the rise in farm prices can 
be accounted for without reference to the 
greenback 
“Undoubtedly, basic commodities fall to 
greater depths than other commodities 


during a depression, and undoubtedly they | 


will respond first to a stimulus. It is not 
at all certain, or even likely, that farmers 
over any considerable period will gain, in 
relation to other groups, through the de- 
basement of the dollar.” 


If these acknowledged experts do not 
know of any basis in history to show that 
paper money inflation has been a perma- 
nent benefit to agriculture, and all agree 
that inflation itself has been a fright- 
ful catastrophe to every nation that has 
tried it, it seems that their opinions should 
be given some weight. 


s “Reflation” Possible? 


N the other hand, it is said that farm- 

ers do not want uncontrolled inflation, 
but only controlled inflation, or ‘“‘re- 
flation’”’ to a given level of farm prices. 
This would be approved by nearly every 
one. But history indicates that it is im- 
possible to stop a real inflation at a given 
point. It is inherent in the nature of 
currency inflations that they soon get 
beyond control, and the more quickly as 
they are conducted by demagogues in the

stinking smut of wheat, covered smut and | 


stripe of barley, and oat smuts.

HERE is no use in multiplying words. bg ytd > > y,»> = 

But it must be said that nowhere in 
history or in the theories of economics, is 
there a scrap of evidence that real inflation 
can be controlled, or that its results have 
ever been to rescue agriculture from debt, 
nor establish markets for farm products at 
profitable prices. Indeed, history shows 
that inflation is a debt-breeder, not a | 
debt-payer, except for a handful of far- 
seeing and heartless men of wealth, who 
are able to unload paper money on the 
poor, and to put their property into ob- 
jects of permanent value until the folly has 
run its course. 

As to farm markets, history shows that 
the certain effect of paper money inflation 
is to ruin them. Farmers indeed survive, 
as farming always can. But increasing 
confusion and distress in the cities makes it 
impossible to sell food and textiles beyond 
the barest minimum and at the lowest 
prices. 

In France farm prices were held down 
by law—the famous Law of the Maximum 

the result of which was to force the 
farmer to sell far below cost, or if he re- 
fused to sell, his crops were taken by force, 
and he was lucky if he was paid even in 
worthless paper assignats. Indeed, he did 
not always escape with his life.
